4. Pictorial and Industrial Art, Needlework, Sewing machines, Electric Appliances, 
Plants and Flowers, Etc., will be exhibited at Smyth’s Hall, E m Street. 

5. Premiums have been so arranged that all reasonab e anticipations may be satisfied. 
Judges have been selected with care, to perform the delicate and responsible duties as- 
signed them. 

6. Hotel accommodations are ample, at seasonable rtaes. 
will see that all are accommodated. 

7. The Park will be open for the admission of the public from 8 A. M. until 6 P. M. 
on each day, Smyth’s Hall, El.n Street, 8 A. M. to 10 P. M. 

8. The Marshal and Superintendents of the various classes will meet at the Pre- 
sident’s Headquarters, at half-past eight o'clock, on the morning of each day, to perfect 
arrangements for the day, except as hereinafter mentioned. 

9. The various local officers of the Fair will wear badges when upon duty. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The General Superintendence and supervision of the grounds will be under the control 
and direction of the President of the Society. He will have an office on the grounds. 
where all persons having inquiries to make may apply. 


THE JUDGES. 


1. The Judges and invited guests are requested to report themselves at the office 
of the reagent the entrance to the grounds, where cards of admission and general in- 
formation will be furnished. 

2. A regular meeting of the Trustees and officers will be held at the President's 
Headqua.ters, on the evening of Monday, September 8rd, and at 9 A. M., each day of the 
Fair. ‘The Judges will be announced at the President's quarters on Wednesday, the 5th 
day of September, at 10 o'clock A. M., when the books of entries wili be delivered, and 
examination of exhibits will proceed at once. 

3. Due notice will be given, through the Marshal, to Judges and exhibitors, of the 
time for examination of animals and articles entered for competition and premiums. 

4, The Judges will report, not only the animals and articles entitled to premiums, but 
also those next in merit in each class, to meet the contingencies of any objection which 
may arise to the awards, and also that they may receive comme jon. Any animal or 
article which, in the opinion of the Judges deserves a special commendation, will also be 
reported to the Secretary. ' : . . 

5. Regard will be paid to purity of blood, as established by pedigree, symmetry, size 
and general characteristics, of the several breeds of animals; and the Judges will make 
proper allowance for age, teeding and other circumstances. They are expressly required 
not to give encouragement to over-fed animals in the breeding classes. 

6. If not satisfied as to the regularity of the entries in their respective classes, they 
will apply to the Secretaries for information, and should there be any doubt, after ex- 
amination, or if the animal or article is of such character as not to be entitled to exhibi- 
tion, in competition, they will report the facts to the Secretaries, for the consideration of 
the Board cf Trustees and Executive Committee, that such course may be adopted as the 
case may require. ne 

7. Medals awarded for Premiums and Gratuities recommended by the Judges on 
miscellaneous articles, or in classes where there is no competition, must receive the approval 
of the Executive Officers. 
a8. No person who is an exhibitor can act as judge on the class in which he exhibits.

WHAT KILLS GRAPE VINES. 


A writer in Vick’s Magazine says “‘it is ev- 
ident that the wood and buds of grape vines 
suffer winter injury more from dying than 
from intensity of cold. For when we lay 
them flat upon the surface of the soil, weighed 
down so as to be close to it, the wood is ex- 
posed, in the absence of snow, at least, to 
quite as extreme cold as if it were up on the 
trellis. Yet even in open winters this mere 
pressure upon the bosom of mother earth, 
cold as it may be, sufficies to save the wood 
and crop. An exposed vine when injured, 
scarcely ever betrays any apparent evidence 
of the injury by discoloration or shinkage ; 
the first evidence of it appearing in the fail- 
ure of the buds to open, while other unhuit 
vines have expanded their leaves and are 
making growth. But these tardy buds open, 
too, after many days, showing that the only 
difficulty was a drying of the wood and buds 
which is eventually relieved as the pressure 
of sap from roots, under the genial warmth 
of the springtime, gradually expands and fills 
the unbroken cells, But this loss of time is 
fatal to the proper ripening of the crop. Even 
the well-varnished wood and buds of the 
Concord sometimes suffer from this winter 
drying and spring retardation, alchough 
generally proof.’

There is no special mode of making but- 
ter which is better under all circumstances 
than every other. What is best for one 
may not be best for another. The method 
pursued by an inquiring friend who lowers 
his milk in deep and narrow vessels into 
water in his well, with a temperature of 50 
deg., for 36 hours, may be, and probably is, 
best for him with a small dairy, since he 
makes an article that brings four or five 
cents a pound above other dairy butter in 
his neighborhood, but such a practice could 
not be followed in a large creamery with any 
conveninence or profit; besides, everybody 
cannot provide himself with such a well. 
The very finest butter is made by setting 
shallow in a pure and only moderately cool 
air, yet this method is not best for general 
use, because it calls for too much room, too 
much labor, and too much time and expense, 
to be acceptatle or profitable for those who 
have much milk to handle. Though the 
butter might be very cheice, it would be too 
expensive to compete with butter nearly as 
good, but made with one-quarter of the la- 
bor and expense and in half the time. 

The Elgin Creamery buys the milk of 800 
to 1,000 cows from large dairies near the 
city. The best mode in such a case is to 
set tne milk in large vats and cool vig- 
orously with iced water to hurry the separa- 
tion of the cream and do it with the least 
expense, but in new and sparsely settled lo- 
calities it is better to cream the milk at the 
farm in small vessels, with only such refriger- 
ation as the farm affords, and to send only 
cream to the factory. 

Though sudden changes in milk, cream or 
butter are not conducive to the highest qual- 
ity or longest keeping, yet rapid refrigera- 
tion, as a rule brings the best practical re- 
sults, because it makes a more perfect sep- 
aration of cream than slow cooling, and 
saves time and expense in working, and 
thus reduces cost. . 

For those who relish the peculiarly fresh 
acid taste ofa little buttermilk in their new 
butter, w butter will be preferred 
while it is new. As soon, however, as the 
butter-milk which adheres to it has had 
time to change—which it will do in about 
48 hours in warm weather—its fresh taste 
disappears and it —_~ at first to be stale, 
then strong, and finally rancid and decidedly 
objectionable. If the working is eo thorough 
as to practically remove all of the butter- 
milk, the increased amount of violence 
breaks the grain of the butter, and this is 





about as bad as buttermilk to injure its 


Butter which is well washed in good 
water, especially when it is gathered in pel- 
lets or granules instead cf in a mass, has no 
taste of buttermilk, and for this reasoa 
those who prefer that flavor do nut adwire 
it 80 much as unwashed butter. Nine out 
of every ten persons, however, prefer the 
pure, distinct and full flavor of butter una- 
dulterated with buttermilk or disguised with 
excessive salt, and this flavor is only ob- 
tained by washing every particle of butter- 
milk from it and avoiding the working 
which must follow when washing is omitted. 


PREVENTING CALVES FROM 
SUCKING. 


[National Live Stock Journal.) 





There have been other devices for accom- 
plishirg this, but we think none hetter than 
& headstall, fastened so the calf cannot get 
it off, with a piece of stiff leather for a nose- 
piece. ‘Take sixpenny nails and sharpen 
,them, and drive several rows of these 
through the nose-piece, with the heads toe 
ward the nose, and the points standing up. 
Place a thinner piece of leather over these 
neil heads, to prevent the nails from coming 
out and to protect the nose. This nose- 
piece must be loose enough, so the calf can 
eat grass. When the calf tries to suck, the 
| nail points will prick the mother, who will 
run away, and soon will not let the calf 
come near her. This head-gear will not 
hurt the caif, but will most effectually pre- 
vent his sucking.
